NEW REGULATIONS COVERING | 
COYOTE BOUNTY ANNOUNCED | 


In an effort to conquer the in- 
creasing pestilence of coyotes in Al- 
berta, new regulations covering the 
payment of bounties have been an- 
nounced by the Hon. N.E. Tanner, 
Minister of Lands and Mines. 

Between May Ist, 1947, and Sep- | 
tember 30, 1947, $5.00 will be the | 
bounty paid and between October | 
Ist and March 31st, 1948, $3.00 will 
be paid, these rates applying to 
males and females, adults or pups. 

The bounty is to be paid only on | 
coyotes taken in the province. Ap- 
plications must be made on the pro- 
per form and the pelt must be pre- 
sented to one of: 

1. Constable of the R.C.M.P. 

2. Justice of the Peace. 

3. Commissioner for Oaths. 

4. A Game Officer or a Forestry 

Officer. 

The official will split both ears 
of the animal down the middle from 
the tip to the base and will return 
the pelt to the applicant for dis- 
posal as required. The applicant 
will be required to produce evi- 
dence as to time and place that | 
each coyote was taken when mak- | 
ing claim. No person holding a 
license to buy or sell fur shall be 
eligible to make application for the 
bounty. 


A.M.A. WILL SURVEY 
SERVICE EXTENSION 

Extension of services will be one

Hon. J. Allison Glen, Minister of | 


Mines and Resources, has announc- 


ed completion of arrangements for | 


the 1947 Eastern Arctic Patrol of 
settlements, medical centres, R.C. 
M.P. detachments, trading posts, 
and mission stations in the Cana- 
dian north which sailed from Mont- 
real on Saturday, July 5, on the R. 
M.S. Nascopie, supply ship of the 


Hudson's Bay Company. The Nas- | 
copie has carried the Patrol each | 


year since 1933. James G. Wright, 
superintendent of the Eastern Arc- 
tic, Bureau of Northwest Terri- 
tories and Yukon Affairs, Depart- 
men’ of Mines and Resources, will 
be officer in charge of the expedi- 
tion. He will be assisted by Alex 
Stevenson, who will devote special 
attention to matters connected with 
the payment of family allowances 
to Eskimos. 

As in former years, the Nascopie 
will carry a heavy cargo of freight 
and supplies to northern outposts 
and a full passenger list. The sup-

The Canadian bacon hog has 
shown marked improvement during 
recent years, vet repeated tests at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, 

, Nappan, N.S., has brought out three 
important points: (1) Strains show 
marked variations in maturity; (2) 
Defective progeny continue to ap- 
pear in herds: (3) There is a wide 
spread in feed consumption § per 
unit in gain. 

Slowness in maturity, high food 
consumption per unit of gain, to- 
eether with defective progeny have 
too frequently been responsible for 
losses. One of the major projects at 
Nappan is to develop, through care- 
ful breeding and selection, an im- 
proved strain of bacon hog, the ob- 
jective being early maturity, free- 
dom from defective offspring, and a 


low feed consumption per unit of 
gain,
